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The Devil’s Legislature in 

the 3tate of Wisconsin

HE IcKislature of the stale of Wisconsin, just nearing :•* 
close, has often been called the "IXt-nothinR I.egisla- 
ture." Thai’s a misnomer. It ought to be called the 
"Do EvePibody Legislature.” 

Over 300 laws so far have been placed upon the | 
statutes of the state. These laws add little or nothing to the strength | 
of the Wisconsin code as far as honesty and good government are 
concerned. However, tliey help to fasten the hold of Wg and little 
parasites u;s'‘n the peiiple of the slate.

.And'bf the two hou.ses, the assembly—generally supjoseil to lie 
the more (loptilar house—was by far the worst. 

The elections last year Kxilc place absolutely tmder the influence 
of the big capitalists. 

Not only liecause there was a national election at the same time— 
and one with a marked tendency on the capitalist side to get rid of 
muck-rakers and reformers—but also becau.se there was a United 
Stairs senator to be elected in Wisconsin and every millionaire candi¬ 
date had a number of asseinlilymen picked out whom he supported with 
his pocketlsiok and whom he continued to own throughout the ses¬ 
sion. 

• * • 

.\nd since an entirely new assembly was elected, the nieinliership 
refleclesl this origin very clearly. It acted like a hoiighl assembly 
throughout. The majority might be exchanged with profit to the com¬ 
monwealth for a correstxmding number of men taken at randen from 
the house of correction or from the iienitentiary in Waupun. 

Cheap country lawyers, each of tliem in the |>ay of some "inter¬ 
est,” were the leaders of the various bnnehes. .\nd the speaker, Ban¬ 
croft. was the worthy "president”of the aggregation. If that man 
liad lived in San Francisco fifty or sixty years ago—well, he simply 
woukln’t have lived. 

* * * 

The senate was only luilf rcneweil at the last election, Iialf of the 
members holding over. Thus there were some IjiFollettc traditions 
and some honest Radicals left in the senate—"Social Republicans,” as 
the Free Press called them to characterize their tendency to favor pro¬ 
gressive measures. 

.^nd there is very little hope for better legislatures in the years 
when United State< senators are to be elected, unless the L’nited States 
senators are elected by the people, or better still—entirely abolished. 

• • • 

Of cour.se no one takes seriously the platform promises of cither 
the Republican or the Democratic parlies. No one even remembers 
what the Democratic [tarty promisix] in its state platform. And no 
one cares, and least of all do the Democratic politicians care them- 
felves. 

But the Republican party is hardly better. It promised to enact 
an income tax—to give us some sort of industrial insurance and to 
vote state aid for good roads. Besides, amendments to the corrupt 
practices act were promised. Also protection and deveIo()ment ot 
the wafer powers. 

Not one of these promises has been kept. Not one of these planks 
has been enacted into law. 

* • • 

It is true, the income tax, industrial insurance, and protection 
and development of the water powers have been referred to special 
committees, with instructions to report to the governor, who may call 
a special session next winter. But it is clear enough that most of this 
is mere bluff—the "interests” are opposing all progressive legislation. 

The manufacturers are now interested in the industrial Insurance 
scheme as a money-sotnng affair for the employers. And we may get 
a law which will put the burden oi the msurance upon the people at 
large instead of upon the employers. And although this would be help¬ 
ing the profits of the worst class of exploiters, we would welcome 
the measure because it would be recognizing the principle of social re- 
ofonsibilily of the state towards the invsdids of labor. . 

However, so far these special committees liave not been appoint¬ 
ed. And the chances are that on these committees will be appointed a 
lot of "business men,” corporation attorneys and country lawyers, and 
big thieves and little thieves who know little about the so- 
ci2 importance of the question and who care notliing about the hu¬ 
man lives, the widows and the orphans concerned. It will be 
rlmply a matter of saving the employers some e.xpcnse'. 

• « « 

Otherwise very iHtle was done tiiat deserves even a passing 
notice. 

Only two constitutional amenthnents got recognition in this legis- 
bture, and these were measuics passed two years ago and only re¬ 
peated in this legislature—in order to be submitted to the people at 
tile next general election. 

One h the proposition to increase the salaries of the members of 
legisla'ture from $w to $1,000. The other will limit the right of vot¬ 
ing to citizens of the United States and will necessitate a residence of 
five years in this country instead of one year, as at present. Both are 
good measures. 

• • • 

Of the proposed amendments that failed the most important are 
the resolutions for the initiative and referendum and the resolution 
granting the right of suffrage to women — both Social - Democratic 
measures, although one of them was also introduced by Senator Blaine.

The reason is plain: Any change of the constitution would make it

Of the laws relating to labor, there is very little to be said. Of 
the 74 measures introduced Iw the Social-Democrats, about 71 were 
Idlled—attikiugh the Social-Democratic members worked early and 
latq in behalf cf these bills. 

Of the two or three that passed, one is a bill limiting work on all 
public contracts to eight hours a day. This U considered a "peat 
victory for labor,” by some. And considering the make-up of our 
legislature, that may be so. However, I might recall the fact that a 
much more stringent eight-hour bill passed the United States Conpess 
in 1848, that is, 61 years ago. 

* • • 

"rhe child labor bill was amended somewliat under the carefid eye 
of the Social-Democratic members. There are additional requirements 
demanded in future when certificates permitting children from 14 to 16 
to go to work are issued. A physicism will have to certify tliat the 
child is physically capa^_ to work without harm to its future physi¬ 
cal welfare, aud the ^Id's school pmcipal will also have to declare 
that the child is efficient in iu studies. A limitation is fjso placed 
upon persons issuing the permits and hereafter these will have to be 
secured from a factory inspector or from a judge of record. 

The other diild labor bill passed prohibits children under ten 
years of age from selling newsfapers—a much needed law. But the 
mere neceuity of the enactment of such a law smacks somewhto of 
the sunny south. 

• • •

And this Is mainlv due to the fact that instead of doubting our 
strength, as we should have done in the last election, the united fapi- 
talLst parties succeeded in reducing the number of our representatives 
from six to four. This was often mentioned dusing- the diaenstidoa

made then what they are. 

If it is tile necessity of profits which creates the crisis, the panic, 
and the mdustrial depression, there is clearly only one thing to lie 
done Change, tbe.^y5tem which requires and compels profits, for one 
which can oper^e on a basis of eqnal and honest exciiange. 

The Minority Report of the British Commission on the condition 
of the Poor is ho|>eful in this connection, because it brings forcibly 
to the attention of the public the character and extent of the problem 
of imcniploymetit. John .Martin gives a most interesting stimmarv of 
tWs report in The Hurrey for .April 17, 1909. The proposed r^- 
dics seem to be: 

t. .A national system of lalxir bnreaiis. 

2. Shorten the hours of lalxir for boys and giils, and cntni>cl 
eilucation in the time thus saved to them. 

y. Reduce the liours of labtir on the railways and other public 
utlitics wliere the tUictuatiuiis of lalior arc not so great. 

4. Establish a ten years’ pr<q;rain of great public works, so as to 
ahsorl) the uneniployciL 

5. Provide maintenance and training for the unemployed to keep 
up physical conditiiui and morale. 

6. Establish a detention colony for the morbid ami chronically in- 

ca|«blc. ' . 

/\J 1 of these would probably help. But none td them, excepting 
Uie public works could be anything but‘tem|xirarr. not to say tempor¬ 
izing. Xoiic of them wouUl actually iki away witli tlie resd cause, by 
adding more to the piircha.siiig [lower of the market in [iroixirtion to 
the amount [iroditccd. unless it were tlie [mblic works. .And the la¬ 
bor bureaus would only serve, as Jolm Marlin says, to .secure "eon- 
tiiiuoiis employment for those wlio are most cfficiciil in. the various 
branches." and woulil tlius accentuate tlie present difficulties. 

The city of Cihent pays to mcmTicrs of trades luiibns, xvU> arc 
uncm|)loyed, an amount equal to that which the miiuus ihciiisclvcs [ay 
ill uncinploved benefits. 

A receut iiiimbcr of the Nineteenth Century Magazine contains 
an article describing a pni|Miseil uneroployed insurance which Ls being 
constdereii in Switzerland. 

Trades unions have long recognizcti the existence and the iin- 
[leratis'e quality of the problem in tlu-ir unemployed benefits. 

Rut it nm»t be acknowledged tliat none of these actually solve 
the problem. 

There is but one solution which goes to the root of the matter. 

THE TRL'E -WLUTION. 

Sixiali.sin proposes to do away with the industrial and commer¬ 
cial system which PROtX'fTES the unemployaicnt problem. 

Socialism proposes that there shall her 

1. Social ownership of .social utilities. 

2. .An industrial Democracy for the proper democratic admin¬ 
istration of these social utilities. 

3. Productioo for USE, not prodtiction for pnffit. 

4. The progressive reduction of hours of labor as the produc¬ 
tiveness of machinery increases, ami the progressive incpea.se of the in¬ 
dividual income from the processes of social prodnetion. 

Under such a system there could be no nneraployetl. But there 
would' be aa incrra.se of leisure, of culture and of individual liberty 
to pursue happiness. 

In view of the gravity of the present situation in this country, in 
which Secretary Morri.son of the .■A. E. of 1 -, reported on May i, 1909, 
that there were j.oooiooo' inon out of wotk, and Secretary Erellson 
of the Milwaukee .Associated Charities reported that there were 15,000 
unemployed m the city of Milwaukee alone in the month of March, 
the writer of thia pamphlet inttzxiticed into the WiscoBSia State 
Senate the foUowing roolntian:'

' Wheren, ’The people of the United States arc at momenk in 
the midst of one of those mdustrial brcafe-duwns which periodically 
paralyze the IHc^of this and other nations; and

now prevailing this unemptoyment of useful workers tends to become 
increashigly uranic, producing inevitably among tlie workers that 
habit of idiencss anil loes of self-respect which U fuusd in the slum 
dweller and the tramp; anil 

Wlweas, The nation U now suffering under the burden of aa in¬ 
crease in crime, the like of which is known in no other dvUized land, 
due, in this land and tithe as in others recorded in history, to the fail¬ 
ure to provide a proper and legitimate field for tlie activity of its 
people: therefore, he it 

R^OLX'ED, That the senate of the stats o£ Wiscousin. the 
assembly concurring, do ber^ instruct the elected membete of the 
natkmal house of representatives and of the Uniteil States senate, to 
introduce and to forward by alt proper means within their power, such 
measures as shall be calculated to bring about: 

I. The immediale goTeniment relief for tbe unemployed work¬ 
ers, by the building of schooLs. by reforesting ctil-over and waste 
lands, by reclamation of arid lands, Bj- the buffifiif[ of eanah, and by 
the extension of alt other useful p«l^' wdiits:' Ml JiHons 'emplt^ed 
on such works to be- employeil directly by the government under an 
eight-hour work-day and at the prevailing union wages. 

2: The baa by the gosumoient of nmey ta states- and mnpici- 
palitie*. without interest, fm tbe mirpese of carrying on puMlir vc^s. 

3. iramediate contribution brthe go v e r iiai e iit to the funds of la¬ 
bor organizations far the pnrpM of assisting their iiaempkycd 
members, as is done in other civilizetl countries. 

4. ’The establishment of a government policy which .shall promote 
such other nwasures within its power as will toisd to lessen the wide¬ 
spread' miiery of the wotlicrs caused by the anpotence or ocgltgaKe 

misnite of the i remp one iM e owners of the sources and msann of 
national wealth.'* 

This nnolutioa. proved a little strong for the Comaiittee on Man¬ 
ufactures and Labor, to which it was reined, ami so the author pre¬ 
pared a much milder one. which lie offered on the ftoor of the senate. 

However, the Republican partv svas blind to the existence of the 
fact of uaempiapaient. Tbe chsinnaa of tbe Gnsnmittce war "afraid 
Ukv would reoogniae SociaHsat.” Aaotber senator talked about the 
"babbling brooks and tbe open fields ralliag to tbe workers to come 
and till the soil." 

Tbe Democratic members of the senate were no better informed 
—or else no better dispoecd toward. the wothing class. 

And so in Wisconsin, which is probably the most progressive 
state in- tbe union in such matters, tte Repiibfican and Democratic 
parties refused to even racognize the existence of such a thing as the 
unemployment problem. .Aqd the report of the tabor bureau of Wis¬ 
consin furnUhes absolute proof, from figures given by emi>Ioyers, 
that there is such a problem within the state. 

It b to be hoped that wor h in gm eii and worhingwomen will here¬ 
after know what party to trust with their snfFrages. when the duni- 
inanl parties sbow such scant knowledge ami care for the Kfe and la¬ 
bor at the woriung eiass. (rnc tno.)
